It is urged to stimulate 
war production in the emergency 
and to take temptation from our 
soldiers, though it is doubtful 
whether the serious loss to the 
national revenues, which it will 
entail, may not outweigh the ac- 
tual benefits. The immediate use- 
ful operation of such a law, or of 
a new State prohibition law, is 
not convincing evidence of its 
ultimate tendency and result of 
the community must summer and 
winter it for years.

the abnorma! psychology of war 
the 36 States are induced to ap- 
prove a national prohibition 
amendment now. we can never 
change it. though a great ma- 
jority of the people may come 
later to see its utter failure. 
Thirteen prohibition States can 
always be counted on to prevent 
a retraction of the foolish step. 
We shall thus hang a permanent 
milistone around our necks.

Strictions enforced by employers 
of iabor for industria! reasons, 
have probably had more to do 
with moderating the evils of in- 
t@xication than statute law. I 
would not minimize, however. 
the advgntage of the removal of 
the temptation of access to liq- 
uor by law when the law is 
backed by local public opinion 
and can be enforced. 


Anti-Saloon League's Methods. 


“Nor.is my conviction aff-cted 
by any sympathy with those who 
are engaged in the manufactnre 
or sale of intoxicating liquors 
It is now nearly half a century 
ago since the Supreme Court's 
interpretation of the Feua-,al 
Constitution warned everyone en- 
gaged in the business that .ie 
invested a capital therein at the 
full risk of its being declared un- 
lawful and of the consequent Inss 
that future legislation might en- 
tail. Moreover, the demoraliz- 
ing political power which éa- 
loonkeepers and liquor manufuc- 
turers sought and wieldesa te 
protect their business from p-rop- 
er reguiation and the defiance 
they did to reasonable public 
Opinion, roused the just indicna- 
tion of the electorate. Maay 
have voted for prohibition mere- 
ly to destroy the power of the 
saloon in politics without any 
other consideration. The saloon- 
keepers taught the Anti-Saloon 
League how to fight and the lat- 
ter has learned the lesson well 
and applied it, and often with- 
Out any more scruple as to the 
method or means than its teach- 
ers. The liquor dealer thus is 
‘hoist with his own petard.’

Terms Catholic Church “a Very 
Live and Vital Issue.”

GUNTERSVILLE, Ala., Oct. 2.— 
Oliver D. Street, HKepublican Na- 
tional Committeeman for Alabama 
and chairman of the State Repub- 
lican Campaign Committee, said 
yesterday he had distributed 200,- 
000 eopies of a circular declaring 
that the Catholic Church is a “very 
live and vital issue” in the presi- 
dential campaign. 

Street's statement was made 
when he was asked regarding re- 
ports that Chairman Work of the 
Republican National Commiuittee, 
had sent him a telegram condemn- 
ing distribution of campaign ma- 
terial dealing with religion and 
with Gov. Smith's membership in 
the Catholic Church. 

The circular, which is several 
thousand words in’ length, quotes 
a letter from Street to the Birme- 
ingham News, which that paper re- 
fused to publish, explaining that 
it violated its policy of not print- 
ing letters dealing with religious 
issue into the campaign. It ac- 
cuses the News of injecting the re- 
ligious issue into the campaign and 
of opposing Gov. Smith's nomina- 
tion for the presidency four years 
ago because of his religion. The 
circular, which is headed, “Gov- 
ernor Smith’s membership in the 
toman Catholic Church and its 
proper place in this campaign,” 
adds: 

“I think the Catholic Church 
and Gov. Smith’s membership in it 
legitimately enter into this came 
paign as a very live and vital is- 
sue, but in saying so, I do not 
mean that the religious beliefs and 
practices of the Roman Catholic 
Church or of Gov.

POLITICS IN PROHIBITION, 

The contention of a host of prohibition advocates, 
speaking for the churches, that prohibition is a moral 
not a political issue, is absurd. That the issue has a 
moral aspect is true, as Gov. Smith said, because its 
effects have contributed/greatly to drunkenness, law- 
lessness, official corruption and other immoralities. 
But it is a political issue of the first magnitude. 
| If an issue which has forced an amendment to the 
| Constitution, changing the whole structure and vital- 
|ly affecting the rights of the states and the rights 
‘and liberties of citizens, is not a political issue, we 
do not know what a political issue is. 
| Jf an issue which prompted the Anti-Saloon League 
_to spend millions of dollars to elect candidates to 
Congress pledged to support prohibition legislation 
and members of state legislatures pledged to ratify 
the eighteenth amendment and to pass drastic state 
prohibition legislation, is not a political issue, there 
is no such thing as a political issue. 

The Anti-Saloon League maintains an expensive 


|| lobby in Washington to control the action of Congress 


on prohibition legislation. Has this nothing to do 
with politics and government? 

Congress passed a drastic prohibition enforcement 
act, which affects the conduct of every Amer‘can 
citizen and renders him liable to severe penalties 
for any infraction of the law. vo there is a 
political issue in that law.

On May 1. 1918, Mr. Hoover said, in a 
public address:

. « « Referring to the necessity of 
maintaining control of wheat. in order 
to prevent higher prices before next 
harvest ... Earlyin March ... 
the War Trad@é Board freed the exporta- 
tion of pork products ... The price 
rose rapidly .. . In the month of 
March alone .. we shall kill about 
one million pounds of inspected and 
country slaughtered hogs and the in- 
creased price will be fully 1% cents

Do you know of any better authority on 
this question than Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Barnes? The question that we are dis- 
Posing of now is, who held down farm 
prices during and immediately after the 
war? Mr. Hoover's supporters have been 
disclaiming responisbility for him and have 
sought to place it elsewhere. This is a 
fraud. Mr. Hoover by his silence has been 
a party to this misrepresentation, both as 
to the war period and in 1319. This is 
frand.

In connection with the war price of 
wheat, Mr. Hoover's political and paid 
propagandists have been busy defending 
him against a charge which never has been 
made. They say that Mr. Hoover did not 
fix the war price of wheat: I say that no 
responsible person has ever charged that 
Mr. Hoover did. Congress established and 
guaranteed the farmer a minimum price 
for his wheat. But we do charge, and Mr 
Hoover and his friends have never even 
attempted to deny the charge, that Mr. 
Hoover. through the manipulation of his 
Grain Corporation, held down the price of 
wheat approximately to’ that minimum fig- 
ure—a procedure which had not been in- 
tended by Congress and which the Con- 
gress did not authorize.

SCHOOL WITHOUT BREAKFAST 


TO 


-FOURTH to one-half of 
the children in the United 
States g0 to school without 

breakfast, and many of them go 
after having had only a cup of cof- 
fee, recent investigations show ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Educa- 
tion of the Department of the Inte- 
rior. 

“Tt is the duty of the school “in 
so far as its educational resources 
will permit” to counteract deficien- 
cies in the diet of pupils, the bu- 
reau declares. For this purpose the 
school lunch. is recognized as one 
of the most effective health agen- 
cies in the school system, it says. 

“Public school lunch rooms in 
dark, poorly ventilated, musty 
basements are rapidly being re- 
placed by well lighted, ventilated 
and cheerful ones, equipped with 
the most modern appliances and 
supervised by trained dieticians,” 
the bureau points out. “These die- 
titians not only prepare food suit- 
able for growing boys and girls 
and serve it in an environment con- 
ducive to the development of high 
ideals and standards of conduct, 
but make the essential food prod- 
ucts sO appetizing that food selec- 
tion by children becomes a pleas- 
urable exercise. 

“Too often the Iunch is hurried- 
ly swallowed and is devoid of nu- 
triment needed for muscle and 
bone building, formation of good 
blood, teeth and all the other fac- 


tors which help to produce health. 
This is one of the reasons why the 
person in charge of school feeding 
should be a trained dietitian so 
that the right kind of food will be 
supplied. 

“If the breakfast is insufficient, 
there is every reason why the 
school lunch should make up the 
deficiencies. Children going with- 
out breakfast may be due to pov- 
erty, slovenly habits of living, such 
as not rising in time to eat prop- 
erly, or ignorance on the part of 
the parents of the needs of growing 
children.”
